of doing Good to the World. It ſeemed to him (as 
I muſt freely own it does to me) a Matter of great 
Importance to the Welfare of Mankind ; and if you, 
Gentlemen, ſhall be in the ſame Sentiment, I have 
no doubt, but it will find your Favour and Encou- 
ragement, 8 
Altho this Practice of ingrafting the Small- Po 
has been uſed from Time immemorial among the 
Crcaſſiant, and for many Years paſt in the Levant, 
yet it is anew Thing in theſe Parts of Europe, and 
ſtill more ſo in America: And as all new Diſcoveries, 
however rational in themſelves, and beneficial to 
Mankind, are receiv'd at firſt with Oppoſition, 
none has met with greater than this in New-England. 
A vaſt Number of honeſt People quarrel'd with 
it upon religious Scruples; and they were ſtrongly 
—— by the Phyſicians of the Place, for Reaſons 
of a very different Kind, which it is not at all ne- 
ceſſary to mention. But as Truth is mighty, and 
will at laſt prevail, the great and ſurprizing Succeſs 
of this Practice, has convinc'd every reaſonable Ad- 
verſary, and filenc'd the moſt obſtinate. It has been 
try d on all Ages, and both Sexes ; on every Conſti- 
tution, the Robuſt, and the lafirm ; on the moſt con- 
trary Complexions, the Blacks, and the Whites; and 
in e:ch extreme Seaſon of the Year; the Summer and 
the, Winter Solſtice, Nor has it fall d in any - In- 
5 ala, e 9 nee: 
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The DEDICATION. 
ſtance: Not a ſingle Perſon has dy d, or had the S- 
cond Fever, or, indeed, any conſiderable Diſtreſs. 
On the contrary, the Patients have been ſo eaſy; ' 
during the whole. Courſe of the Diſtemper, that it 
was hard to perſwade them that they were really 
Patients. I muſt alſo obſerve, that there was no 
antecedent Preparation of their Bodies ; but they 
have theſe two Advantages, which are ſufficient : 
One, that they know when they receive the Diſtem- 
per, (which thoſe who are infected in the common 
Way can't be ſenſible of) and from that Time uſe a. 
regular Diet ; the other, that there is ſuch a plentiful 
Diſcharge at the Inciſion-Sores, as prevents any fatal 
Conſequences ; which is demonſtrable from this Ob- 
ſervation, that the Eruptions are more or leſs, in 
Proportion to thoſe Diſcharges. I am inclin'd to 
think, that the Eaſe and Security which atrend this 
Operation, may be entirely accounted for from theſe 
two Principles,without having Recourſe to any other 
Reaſons. Bur as this is a ſpeculative Point, You, 
Gentlemen, are the beſt Judges of it; and to your 
great Learning and Knowledge it is ſubmitted. I 
hope ſome off your Body, will give the World an 
Account of the late Inoculation of Mr. Colt's Chil- 
dren, who underwent this Operation upon the Re- 
lation I gave my worthy Friend, their Father, and 
his ingenious Lady, of what had been done in 
Neu-England. They were viſited by 15 Gentlemen 
of the Faculty, who were Witneſſes. how exactly it 
anſwer d in every Reſpect. The Pocks came out 


well, appear d fair, round, and yellow; and regular 


with reſpe& to Time, like the true, natural, diſtinct 
Kind; and the Children are perfectly well recover d. 
It is alſo particularly to be remark d, that they were 


never affected with the uſual Diſorders, and bad 


Conſequences, that attend this very loathſome and 


dangerous Diteaſe. 


IAM afraid I have been too prolix, and therefore 


ſhall add no more, but that I am, with all imagi-

Afterwards he ſucceſſively met with a aus 
ber of Africans; who all, in their plain Way, 


without any Combination. or Correſpondence, 


agreed in one Story, viz. that in their Country

the Small-Pox gets among them) it is now be- 
come a common Thing to cut a Place or two in 
their Skin, ſometimes one Place, and ſome- 
times another, and put in a little of the Mat- 
ter of the Small. Pox; after which, they, in a 
few Days, grow a little Sick, and a few Small- 
Fox break out, and by-· and by they dry away; 
and that no Body ever dy'd of doing this, 
nor ever had the Small-Pox after it : Which 


laſt Point is confirm'd by their conſtant At- 


tendance on the Sick in our Families, without 
receiving the Infection; and, ſo conſiderable 
is the Number of theſe in our Neighbourhood, 
that he had as evident Proof of the Practice, 
Safety, and Succeſs of this Operation, as we 


have that there are Lions in Africa. 


After this, he heard it affirm'd, That it is 
no unuſual Thing for our Ships on the Coaft 
of Guinea, when they ſhip their Slaves, to 
find out by Enquiry which of the Slaves 
have not yet had the Small-Pox; and ſo carry 
them a-ſhore, in this Way to give it to them, 
that the poor Creatures may ſell for a better 
Price; where they are often (inhumanly enough) 
to be diſpos d of. 


Some Years after he had receiv'd his firſt 
African Informations, he found publiſh'd in 


our Philoſophical Tranſactions, divers Commu- 


nications from the Levant, which, to our 


Surprize, agreed with what he had from 
Africa. 


Firſt, That very valuable Perſon, Dr. Ema- 
nel Timonius, writes from Conſtantinople, in — 
| cem 


(3) 
cember 1713, That the Practice of procuri 
the Small-Pox, by a Sort of Inoculation, ha 
been introduc'd among the Conſtantinopolitans, 
from the more Eaſtern and Northern Aſiatic łs, 
for about forty Years. At the firſt (he ſays) 
People were cantious and afraid; but the happy 
Succeſs on 'Thoufands of Perſons, for (then) 
eight Years paſt, had put it out of all Suſpz- 
cion. His Account is, That they who have 
this Inoculation practis d upon them, are ſubject 
to very ſlight Smptoms, and ſenſible of but 
very little Sickneſs; nor do what Small-Pox 
they have, ever leave any Scars or Pits behind 
them. They make Choice of as healthy a 
young Perſon as they can find, that has the 
Small- Pox of the beſt Sort upon him; on the 
Twelfth or Thirteenth' Day of his Decumbiture, 
with a Needle they prick ſome of the larger 
Puſtules, and preſs out the Matter coming from 
them into ſome convenient Veſſel, which is to 
be ſtopt cloſe, and kept warm, in the Boſom of 
the Perſon that carries it to the intended 
Patient. This Prſon ought rather to be ſome 
other, than he who viſited the fick Chamber 
for it; leſt he ſhould carry the Infection 
in the common Way, which might prove dan- 
erous. The Patient is to have ſeveral 
ſal Wounds made with a Needle, or Lancet, 
in two or more Places of the Skin, (the beſt 
Places are the Muſcles of the Arm) and im- 
mediately let there be dropt out a Drop of the 
Matter in the Glaſs on each of the Places, 
and mix'd with the Blood that is iſſuing out. 
The Wound ſhould be cover'd with ſome littls 
Concave Veſſel, and bound over, that the Mat- 
ter may not be _—_ off by the — 
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(4) 

for a few Hours. And now. let the Patient 
(having Fillets on the Wounds) keep Houſe, 
and be careful of his Diet. The Cuſtom at 
Conſtantinople, is to abſtain from Fleſh and 
Broth tor twenty Days, or more; and they 
chuſe to perform the Operation, either in the 
Beginning of the Winter, or the Spring: The 
Small Fox begins to appear ſooner in ſome than 
in others; and with leſſer Symptoms in ſome 
than in others; but with happy Succeſs in all. 


- Commonly ten or twenty Puſtules break out; 
here and there one has no more than two or 
three, few have an Hundred: There are ſome 
in whom no Puftules riſe, but in the Places 
where the Inciſon was made: And here the 


Tubercules will be purulent; yet even theſe 


have never had the Small- Pox afterwards, tho 
they have cohabited with Perſons that had it 
on them. No fmall Quantity of Matter will 
run, for ſeveral Days, from the Places of the 
Inciſan; but the Pocks ariſing from the Opera- 
tion, are dry d up in a little while, and fall of, 
partly in thin Skins, and partly vaniſhing by 
an inſenſible Waſting: The Matter being hard- 
ly ſo thick a Pas as in the common Small. Px; 
tho}, at the Places of the Inci/ion, tis more of the 
common Sort; and there the Scars will always 
remain, as Remembrancers of it. If an A- 

offem ſhould break out in any, (which is more 
frequent in Infants) yet there is no Fear; for 


tis healed ſafely by Suppuration : In fine, this 


learned Perſon affures us, that he never yet 
ebſerv'd any bad Conſequence of the Practice, 
which now ſo many come into. :

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After this, we find an honourable Perſon, 
whoſe Name is Facobus Pylarinus, the Venetian 
Conſul at Smyrna, (who was, I ſuppoſe, wholly 
a Stranger to what had been written by the for- 
mer) publiſhing what is entitled, Nova, ac Tuta 


Variolas Excitandi per Tranſplantationem Methedus, 


This Gentleman obſerves, that this vonder- 
ful Invention, was firſt, 2 plebeia rudiq. Gente, 
in Humani Generis adjumentum & in ſeviſim 
Morbi ſolamen detecta, found out, not by the 
learned Sons of Erudition, but by a mean, 
coarſe, rude Sort of People, for the Succour 
of Mankind, under and againſt one of the 
moſt cruel Diſeaſes in the World. It was 
rarely, if ever. uſed among People of Quality, 
till after the Beginning of the preſent Cen- 
tury. A noble Grecian happening then to 
try it with happy Succeſs upon four little 
Sons in his own Family. Mirum quam mul- 
tas Nobiliorum Familias ad Imitationem traxit. 
It was wonderful to ſee how many People of 
Faſhion preſently. tollow'd the Example; fo 
that at this Day (he ſays) e one does, 
without any Heſitation, and with all. the Secu- 
rity imaginable, practice the Tranſplantation, 
except here and there a few Cowards, that 
are afraid of their Shadows. Indeed, the Turks, 
who aſcribe all Events to Fate, for that Rea- 
fon come but ſlowly into it. 


| The Inſtructions given by Pilarinus about 
the Operation, differ little from thoſe of 


(6) 
Timonius, and ſo there is no Need of repeating 
them. 


He adds, That ſome do the Buſineſs with no 
more than one Inc iſion. 


The Ferment comes into Action ſooner in 
ſome than in others; uſually tis on the ſeventh 
Day, ſometimes on the ff. 


. The Symptoms prove remiſs, or intenſe, accord- 
ing to the various Conſtitutions of the Bodies. 


The Small-Pox proves of the diſlin@ Sort, and 


there are but few of them. 


In ſome few, the Inciſſon has produc'd no 
Small Pox at all; but the Perſons have after- 
wards been taken in the common Way, and 


handled with it like other People. 


The Wounds made for the Incifion, prove 
often very ſore; and with ſome they degene- 
rate into Apoflems; nay. they ſwell ſome- 
times, and riſe and fall, and riſe again. There 
has alſo happen d on this Occaſion, an Abſceſs 
with Suppuration, in ſome Emunctory of the 
Body ; but this is a rare Occurrence. 


In fine, Pylarimns affirms, it was hardly ever 
known, that there was any ill Conſequence 
of this Tranſplantation. Quinimd rite recteq; 
tratata, & in Corporibus per peritum Medicum 
apts pr eparatis, ce: tiſemam promittit Salutem. 
The Buſineſs being well, and wiſely manag d, 
and the Body being, by a ſkilful *

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well prepar'd, you may depend upon it. (He 
ſays) in an ordinary Way, there can be nothing 
but a good Iſſue of it. 


After theſe Communications, and the Thin 
eſtabliſhd in the Mouths of two ſuch Witneſſes, 
we met with ſome ingemous Travellers, who 
knew ſo much of the Matter, as very much 


to confirm the Ideas we had entertain'd o 
it, | 


Were one of an ordinary Capacity (for no 
hetter 1s he that is now writing) willing 
to try a little how far Philoſophy might 
countenance the Matter: One might think, 
the venemous Miaſins of the Small Pox, en- 
tering into the Body, in the Way of Inſpi- 
ration, are immediately taken into the Blood 
of the Lungs; and, I pray, how many Pulſes 
paſs, before the very Heart is piercd with 
them? And within how many more they are 
convey'd into all the Bowels, is eaſily appre- 
hended, by all who know any Thing how 
the Circulation of the Blood is carry'd on; at 
the ſame Time the Bowels themſelves are 
infeebled, and their Tone impair'd, by the 
Venom that is thus inſinuated. Behold the 
Enemy at once got into the very Center of the 
Citadel; and the invaded Party muſt be very 
ſtrong indeed, if it can ſtruggle with him, 
and after all entirely expel and conquer him: 
Whereas the Miaſms of the Small- Px, being 
admitted in the Way of Tnoculation, their 
Approaches are made only by the Out Vor xs 
of the Citadel, and at a conſiderable Diſtance 
ſtom it. The Enemy, ttis true, gets in fo 


far,

far, as. to make ſome Spoil z even ſo much as 
to ſatisfy him, and leave no prey in the Body 
of the Patient, for him ever afterwards 
ſeize upon ; but the vital Powers are kept 
clear from his Aſſaults, that they can manage 
the Combat bravely ; and tho' not without a 
Surrender of thoſe Humours in the Blood, which 
the Invader makes a Seizure on, they oblige 

him to march out the ſame Way be came in, and 
are ſure of never being troubled with him 
any more. It the Vermicular Hypotheſis of the 
Small-Pox be receivd with us, (and it be, 
as many now think, an auimaculated Buſineſs) 
there is leſs of Metaphor in our Account, than 
may be at firſt imagin d. | 


But to what Purpoſe is all this Jargon? And 
of what Significancy are moſt of our Specu- 
lations? EXPERIENCE! EXPERIENCE! 
"tis to THEE that the Matter muſt be referrd 
after all; a few Empericks here, are worth all 
our Dogmatzifts, 


About three Months ago, the Small Pox broke 
in upon the City of Boſton, where it very 
much appeard with the Terrors of Death to the 
Inhabitants. On this Occaſion, there was ad- 
dreſsd a Letter to the Phyſicians of the City, 
with an Account of the Communications from 
the illuſtrious Timonus, and Pylarinus, entreat- 
ing them to meet for a Conſultation upon it, 
het ber the new Praftice might be introduc'd and 
countenanc d among us? The Writer was per. 
:ſwaded, that herein he did but his Duty, and 
expreſs d no other than the Charity of a Chri- 
tian, and a proper Concernment and Com-

| way for his poor Neighbours, whom he 
aw likely to die by Hundreds about him. 
His Addreſs found (for what Reaſons I know 
not, or am not willing to know) an indecent 
Reception with our Phyſitians; all the Return 
he had, was a Story which they ſpread about 
the Town and Country, that he had given an 
faithful Account of the Matter to them, tho 
they had it in the printed Philoſophical Tranſ- 
actions before their Eyes to juſtity it. Then 
the Story was — that either Dr. Halley 


had ſuppreſs d Part cf the true Account, or Timo- 


mus and Pylarinus were themſelves fallacious : 
Nevertheleſs. one who had been a more ſuc- 
ceſsful Practitioner than moſt of them, and had, 
with a ſingular Dexterity in his Practice, 
perform'd Things not attempted by any. of 
them, (namely, Mr. Zabdiel Boylffon) was 
prompted, by his enterprizing Genius, to begin 
the Operation. He thought it moſt generous 
to make his firſt Beginning upon his own 
Family; and here, to make not only two Slaves, 


but a beloved Son of his own, (about five or 


ſix Years of Age) the Subjects of it: He made 
the Tranſplantation into them with two or 
three Inciſions a- piece, taking the Leg as well 
as the Arm, (and in one ot them the Neck) 


for the Places of them: He did not uſe the 


Precaution of ſending for the fermenting Pus by 
a third Perſon: He ſtaid not for rm o_ 
ould have thought more proper Szaſons ; but 
e did it in the very Heat of Midſummer, 
which, with us, is hot enough: He did no- 
thing at all to prepare their Bodies; and he 


Choſe to leave them to the Liberties, which 


erfons infected with the Small-Pox in the

common May, do generally take, before their 
Decumbiture, without any Detriment to 
them. = 750 


Under all theſe Diſadvantages, did this 
Gentleman make his Experiments; but they 
ſucceeded to Admiration. About the ſeventh 
Day the Patients began to grow Feveriſh, and 
out of Order; on the third and fourth Day 
from their falling ill, his Child's Fever grew 
to an Heighth, beyond his Expeckation, which 
(from the Novelty of the Buſineſs) did, for a 
few Hours, conſiderabl territy him : He had 
Recourſe to the common Remedies of Bliſters, 
and gave the Child a Vomit, and preſently all 
the Fright was over The Eruption began; 
and from the Time of its doing ſo with the 
Child, and with the two Haves, there was no 
Occaſion for any other Medicine; they were 
eafy from this Time; their Puffules (which 
were, tho' not many, yet fomewhat. more for 
Number, than what is uſual in the Levant ) 
grew, and fell off, as they do in the Levant; 
and their Sores, which had an agreeable Diſ- 
charge at them, ſeaſonably dry'd up of them- 
ſelves ; and they all prefently became as 


hail and ſtrong as ever they were in their 
Lives. |

The ſele# Men (an Order of Men, who are 
the Overſeers and Managers of the Town- A fair:

him to appear before them, and ſeverely re- 
ptimanded him for ſpreading the Small- yx; 


(which was already ſpreading in the common: 


Way)-and with high Menaces warned him 
againſt proceeding with his Practice any far- 


ther. At the fame Time, the Pra@itroners of 


the Town publiſh'd a Declaration, © That the 


Inoculation of the Small- Poæ had prov'd the 


Death of many Perſons, ſoon after the Ope- 
tation; and brought Diſtempers on many 
© others, which have, in the End, prov'd fatal 
to them; which (they ſaid) appear'd by nu- 
* merous Inſtances: That the natural Tenden- 
ey of infuſing ſuch malignant Filth in the 
* Maſs of Blood, is to corrupt and putrify it, 
and lay a Foundation for many dangerous 
* Dileafes: That the Operation tends to Ppreal 
and continue the Infection in a Place, lon- 
* ger than it might otherwiſe be; and that 
* the continuing the Operation Ro 
is Hkely to prove of moſt dangerous Conſe-

that about five and twenty Years ago, there 
were thirteen Soldiers in the French Army, 
upon whom this Operation was perform d; 
but four dy'd of it; and when they were 
open d, horrid Things were found in them; 
fix recover'd with abundance of Trouble, be- 
ing ſeiz d with Tumours, and large Inflama- 
tions; the other three found no Effect of it 
upon them. He ſwore likewiſe, that in Flan- 
ders, twenty Years ago, a Captain, under his 
Cure for the Small-Pox, told him, that ten 
Years before this, he had been inoculated five 
or fix Times, without that curſed Invention's 
taking Effect upon him; and he was ſo vio- 
lently ſeiz d, that he had ſeveral Ulcers on 


his Body, eſpecially one on his Arm, which 
was 1ncurable. He ſwore likewiſe, that at 


the Fattle of Almanza in Spain, two Muſcovite 
Soldiers had the Operation perform'd on them; 


and that one recover d, and the other felt no Im- 


2 but fix Weeks after, a Frenzy ſeiz d 
, and he was ſwell'd all over his Body, and 
thought to be poiſon'd ; but his Body being 


open d, his Lungs were found ulcerated, which 


the Phyſicians concluded was the Effect of 


the Inoculation, Things which Maſter Apella 


himſelf would ſcarce imagine tp be credible! 


This notable Teſtimony was corroborated 


with one. or two more, which amounted to 
little more than this, That a Man in the 
Mediterranean, many Years ago, was told by 
Somebody, that ſomebody told him, that - ſome 
body heard, that the Doctors in the Archipelago 
warned People againſt Inoculation of the Small- 
Pox, as a dangerous Practice. | + ,

At the ſame Time, there was publiſh'd in 
our News Letter, a bitter Satyr upon Dr. 
Boylſton for his late Action; and his putting 
this far fetch'd, and (it was pleasd to ſay) 
not well vouch'd Method, into Practice. They 
compar'd it to the Infuſion of the Venom 
of Serpents, or the Oil of Tobacco, by In- 
jection, immediately into the Maſs of Blood; 
and affirm d, that it would produce only an 
eruptive Fever: but nothing Analogous to the 
Small-Pox; (tho' they inveighd againſt the 
Gentleman for ſpreading the Small-Pox in 
what he did) and that the Sufferers might, 
notwithſtanding, receive the Small-Pox atter- 
wards in the ordinary f They alſo aſ- 
ſerted, that the Thing had been among the 
Learned univerſally known in England, abo ve 
twenty Tears; (and more than twice ſeven 
Years before, the Secretary of the ROYAL 
SOCIETY firſt recommended it as a new Thing, 
inviting the Thoughts of the Curious in the 
Engliſh Nation upon it) but it had never been 

ractis d, becauſe it was deem'd wicked and 
elonious 5 and then they referrd the CAs y

* out of their V/it. But the Gentleman having 
ſacceeded fo well in his firſt Experiments, and 
being perſwaded, that if God would pleaſe 
to make him the happy Inſtrument of fav- 
ing the precious Lives of his poor Neigh- 
bours, it would make amends for all the Ob- 
loquies which his 2rv70a5 Brethren might raiſe 
upon him: He took little Notice of the Þbi- 
bition that had been given hint Divers pions 
and worthy People! conſiderd how dreadfully 
the Small.

They there- 
the fore applyd themſelves to Dr. Boylffon, 
any with Deſires to come under the Operation z 
hey and he charitably gratifyd them in the 
ody- Thing deſird; tho the Objects were moſt 
Fox of them, either ſo Old, or fo Weak, that 
It they would have been the laſt that one would 
vere have choſen for it ; and one would have 
fo apprehended no little Hazard of the Event : 
ther But they all got well. and ſoon through it, 
Con. and ſo much beyond their Expectation, that 
tted they zealouſſy gave Thanks to God, for 
ſay) leading them into it; and ſeriouſſy profeſs'd 
VIDS to their Neighbours, that they had rather 
and ſuffer the Operation twice every Year, than 
eaſe once to undergo the Small Pox, as it is moſt 
ſav- commonly ſuffer d, tho they ſhould be ſure 
65. of ſurviving it. 1 


The Fever in theſe alſo, was, for a | few- 
Hours before the Eruption, more Intenſe; 


and the Puſtules after it, were more nume- 
rous, than what is uſual in the Levant; but 
in a few Days, and much ſooner than what 
is commonly done, where they have the 
Small. Fux the common Way, they recover d 


their 
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their entire Strength, and were, on all Ac. 
counts, as well as they were before; and 
the Sores of the Inciſon alſo heal d ot them- 
ſelves, rather ſooner than they wiſh'd for. 
Whereupon, they publiſh'd a Declaration in 
our Gazette, that they might ſtop falſe Re- 
ports, and ſatisfy. the Minds of ſober People, 
in the Midſt of the Epbefian Clamotirs now 
prevailing ; for truly, while . theſe Things 
were doing, the Town was fill'd with Ini- 
quity, to a Degree which good Men could not 
obſerve, without being more than a little grievd 
at it. | 


I muſt ſay it, I never ſaw the Devil ſo 
let looſe upon any Occaſion. A lying Spirit 
was gone forth at ſuch a Rate, that there 
was no believing any Thing one heard. 
If the inoculated Patients were a little ficktſh, 
or had a Vomit given them, it was immedi- 
ately reported, That they were at the point 
of Death, or actually) dead. While the Pati- 
ents lay bleſſing and praiſing Almighty 
God, for ſhewing them this eaſy Way to eſtape 
a formidable Enemy, it was confidently re- 

rted, That they bitterly repented of what bad 

een done upon them, and would not, upon any 
Terms, be brought into it, if it were to 4 again. 
When the Patients had their inciſiaus Places, 
either actually and perfectly heal'd in ſome, 
or within a Day or two of it in others, it 
was confidently reported, That they were perif6- 
ing under terrible Ulcers, and bad theiv Arms or 
Legs votting of.

- Theſe, and the like Things, were aſ⸗ 
ſerted with ſuch impudent Confidence, even 
by ſuch as livd in the neareit Neighbourhood, 
that one was almoſt ready to fear a Beating, 
if they durſt offer to queſtion them. Then 
the People would aſſert, that here were Per- 
ſons on the very Spot. who underwent the 
Inoculat ion in England a great many Years ago; 
but afterwards had the Small- Pox in the com- 
mon Way; and, they ſaid, they would 
bring theſ Perſons to us, A few Minutes 
after, they would aflert, that it was never 
practis d in England; but there was an A 
of Parliament which made it Felony z and, 
they ſaid, they would produce the Act to us, 


But never any Patient had ſo many Puſtules of 
the Small-Pox, as there were Lies now daily 


told, and ſpread among our deluded People. 


That which much. added to the Miſery, was, 


that the People who made the loudef Cry, 


(who moſt commonly were what we may not 
improperly call of the confluent Sort, and ſuch 
alſo as were paſt the Dangers of the Small-Pox 
themſelves) had a very Satanic Fury acting them. 


They were like the poſſeſs'd People in the Goſpel, 
exceeding fierce; inſomuch, that one could ſcarce 
paſs by the Way where they were to be met 
withal. Their common Way was to rail and 
rave, and wiſh Heath, or other Miſchiefs, to 
them that practis d, or favour'd this deviliſ5 


Invention. To inflame them in their Tranſ- 
ports, and harden them in their Violences and 

Exclamations, they pretended Religion on their 
| C 
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Side; and charg'd all that were not ſo, with 
denying and renouncing the divine Providence, 
and I know not how many more Abominations ; 
yea, with going to the Devil, and the God of 
Ekron. And how ſtrangely they treated the 
moſt meritorious Miniſters of the Goſpel, who 
did not come into their Frenzies, I leave un- 
mention d. Father forgive them. 


The View of theſe Things caus d ſome con- 
ſiderate Perſons to think, whether the Angel 
of Death promiſing himſelf a great Feaſt in 
this-miſerable City, it might not put bim that 
bad the Power of Death, that is, the Devil, into 
a great Rage, to ſee coming in among us, 2 
Method of reſcuing many Morſels from him. 
They were ſure, the Lying,-and the Malice, and 
the Outrage, that manag d, and carry d on the 
Oppoſition to it, muſt needs be of a Satauic 
Original; there could be nothing more contrary 
to the Spirit of a neck IESUs.

But the Oppoſers could not hinder the Pro- 
- Sheer from increaſing. Dr. Boylſfone has his 
Patients multiplying; and, inſtead of any 
one miſcarrying, they come off eaſier, with 
leſs Fever, and fewer Puſtules, than thoſe that 
led the Van in his Experiments. He grows 
more expert every Day; and many of the moſt 
vehement Opponents, daily come over to an 
Approbation of the Practice; and People that 
Tee their Neighbours, either dying in a tragi- 
cal Manner about them every Day, or, at beſt, 
having their Loins fl d with a loathſome Diſeaſe, 
won't it themſelves to be talł d out of their 
Lives, by pitiful Impertinencies. * Te 
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Of what my ingenious Friend hitherto 
does, and finds, you will now accept this brief 


Account. | 


He makes uſually two Inciſims, (tho ſome- 
times but one) in the two Arms (or an Arm, 
or a Leg) of his Patients; and then he puts 
into them a little Bit of Lint, which he has 
dipp'd into the Quitter, that he had newly 
fetch'd in a little Bottle, warm from the Puſtules 
of one who has the Small-Pox of a good Sort, 
now turning upon him. This he covers with 
a little Plaiſter of Diachylon, to keep it eloſe 
for two or three Days in its Operation there, 


In his firſt Practice, upon his removing the 
little Pledget, the Sores of the Inciſion would 
ſometimes heal up, and anon ſwell and break 
forth of themſelves, when the Fever came to 
be over: But he thought afterwards, that by 
keeptng the Sores conſtantly open, in the Way 
we do an ordinary Iſſue, the Fever, and other 
Symptoms, preſently to come on, are ſenſibly 
moderated. He allows the Patients, for a- 
while, to go abroad about. their Buſineſs, if 
the Weather be good, and there be no Danger 
of getting any Cold; but he directs them to 
regulate their Diet, and, particularly to re- 
trench a little their Carnivorous Inchnations : 
And yet he does little this Way, becauſe he 
_ no great Advantage by thus enfeebling of 
them. 7 | 


About the ſeventh Day, (and ſometimes a 
little before, and ſometimes alittle after) the 
1 C2 Patients 
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Patients grow dull, and feel a feveriſþ Diſpo- 


ſition, and grumbling Pains of the Head and 
Back, as in the Invaſions of the Small- Pox 


*tis uſual. In ſome, the Symptoms are very 


Remiſs, in others they are more Intenſe. But 
the Doctor governs the Fever at his Pleaſure, 
in the Ways that every Body now treats a 
common putrid Fever. = BL HY 


Sometimes on the third or fqurth Day, the 
Fever ſeems, for a few Hours, alittle rampant, 
but then he gives a gentle Vomit, and after- 
wards a Bliſter, and the Eruption begins with- 
out fail immediately. 


If you expect now a long Story about the 
Manzgements in the Progreſs of the Diſtemper, 
IT ſhall diſappoint you; for here's the End ont; 
there's no more to be done; there's no farther 
Ilneſs; no farther Trouble; the Storm is over 
there 1s not one Atom of that ſecond Fever, 
which, in the Small-Pox, is what People gene- 
rally die of. The Patients have no more to 
do, but lie „till, and keep warm, and entertain 
their Friends, and ſtudy how to glorify the 
God of their Lives. 


The Puſtules in ſome, have been very few, 
perhaps twenty, or thirty, or fo; in others, 
they have rifen to ſeveral Hundreds; yea, few 
have come off without ſeveral Hundreds : In 


this Point, that is to ſay, the Number of the 


Puſtules, we differ from the Levant conſiderably ; 
and are yet at a Loſs for a Reaſon of it; but 
in as few Days, as thoſe of the ordinary diſtin? 
Small-Pox, they are gone. 3 
2 
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The Sores continue running ſomewhat lon- 


ger (and longer in ſome than in others) even 


ome Days after their going abroad again. 


But they dry up of themſelves, Tuto, Cito, ac 


Fucunde, 


None of the inoculated Patients have yet had 
any of thoſe Boils, which People, recover'd of 
the Small-Pox in the ordinary Way, are com- 
monly vexed withal. If there had been one 


Inſtance of them, our Practitioners would 


have taught the People to cry, the Plague ! the 
Plague ! upon it. 


Thus Dr. Boylſton goes on with his Practice 
hitherto ſucceſsfully. There is one Difficulty, 
indeed, which very much incumbers him. He 
has employ'd the Inoculation upon one Perſon, 
who, having been juſt before tending two Pa- 
tients that were under it, had very ſtrongly 
receiv d the Infection in the common Way 
The Perſon was in a few Hours taken down, 
and prov'd very full of the Small-Pox, of the 
confluent Sort, and very narrowly eſcap'd with 
Life; to the Preſervation whereof, it was yet 
thought, that the running of the 7nciſious Sores 
might a little contribute, | 


The Miſcarriage of this Perſon would have 
been, by the Mob as aforeſaid, improv'd as a 
ſufficient Subject for their Exclamations. Tis 
therefore no little Diſtreſs to the Docter, how 
they that are already ſtrongly infected, may be 
eaſily diſtinguiſh'd from thaſe who are not ſo, 
in a Place where the Diſtemper 1s —_ Epi- 
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demical; for the Condition of every one, will 
not always allow them to perform the Qua- 
rentine that would be neceſſary for it. How 
he will get over this Difficulty, 'tis yet 
ſuch early Days with us, that I cannot inform 
you. 


Our Practitioners, and the People under 
their Influences, having had their other Preju- 
dices confuted by the happy Experience of the 
Neighbourhood, now chiefly inſiſt upon this, 
Well, two or three Tears bence you will ſee the 
dreadful Effects of this wicked Praftice, you'll ſee 
what happens to the People that are under it. And 


the ſad Things that are to happen, when the 


Lark-time arrives, are now to terrify us. They 
are fo unreaſonable, that one had as good 
ſpeak Reaſon to a Poſt, or argue with a Vhirl- 
wind, Were a Borarius alive again, what 
would he ſay to ſuch unreaſonable Perſons. A cra- 
zy old Man, that is near Seventy, having late- 
oy enjoy d the Benefit of Inoculation, tis thought, 
that if he ſhould happen to die one Minute 
before Ninety, theſe People (if not come to 
their Wits before) will ſay, This Inoculation 
r 


It may, perhaps, a little divert you, to ſee 
the Humour on't. | 


A Negro, who pretends he can juſt remem- 
ber, that he was inoculated, when he was a

But after the Fellow's lying many Days in 
the infected Chamber, it is impoſſible to pro- 
duce the leaſt Eruption of the Small-Pox upon 
him. What is now to be done? Why, they 
find ſomething of a Swelling under his Arm; 
and ſome of our Ds cry out, that this is 
the Small-Pox, in the Form, you muſt Note, 
of a large Tumour ; and this peſtilential Form 
is alſo owing to his Inoculation in his Infancy, 


But among all the Oppreſtons, under which 
this new Practice is a Sufferer among us; the 
chief comes from a Scruple of Conſcience, which, 
no doubt, in many People, whoſe Hearts are 
better than their Heads, may be ſincere and 
ſerious. 


They plead, That the / hole have no Need of 


a Phyſcian; and that it is not lawful for me 
to make myſelf fick, when I am well; and bring 
a Sickneſs on myſelf; no, tho' it be to prevent 
a greater Sickneſs. Tis to no Purpoſe to tell 
them, 'that they cavil againſt the Uſe of all 
preventing Phyſick ; and that they confute thein- 


ſelves as often as they take a Fomit, or uſe a 


Blifter , 
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Bliſter; and much more, if they undergo 
Salzvation (a Thing a thouſand Times worſe 
than the Diſpumation which is now in Contro- 
rerſy) to prevent a Malady which may be 
fear d, but is not actually come upon them; 
and that they are not the whole, while they 
have the Fuel of the Small-Pox lodg'd in them; 
or are in that Anxiety of Mind about it, which 
is, indeed, an evil Diſeaſe. 


They plead, That what is nom done, ts a 
Thing learnt from the Heathens ; and it is not 
lawful for Chriſtians to learn the Way of the Hea- 
then. Iis to no Purpoſe to tell them, that 
Hippocrates, and Galen were Heathen; and that 
the Gentleman who invented the blundering 
(but ſtrangely ufeful) Compoſition, * call'd 
Venice-Treacle, was an Heathen, who was Phy- 
fician to no better a Man than a Nero: And 
from whom is it that we have our Mithridate? 
And how many noble ' Specificks have we 
- tearnt from our Indians? And from whom did 
they learn to ſmoak Tobacco; or drink Tea and 


Coffee? | 


In fine, (tho there is 0 End of their Follics) 
while they have been taught the Clamour, 
That we take up this new Thing from the Tutks : 

A Miſtake ; for it comes not from ſuch, but 
rom the Greeks | Their main Cavil againſt 
it, were more fit for the Mouths of Turks, 
and is the very Thing that keeps the Turks 
from coming much into it : That God has

And how do we know, that 
God will ſend the Small-Pox upon us at all, 
ſince there will be ſome that will eſcape it, 
where-ever it comes? *Tis to no Purpoſe to 
attempt their Infru#ion ; for if one a 
they will quickly, in expreſs Terms, tel 
him, Tou foal never convince me. But that 
they may convince ns, that it is Religion which 
inclines and fixes them, tis well if we don't 
hear them fall to wiſhing of Miſeries to them 
that ihall try this new Practice, and railing 
bitterly agaiyſt the moſt venerable Servants 
of God in the Land, and giving all the Signs 
of a Satanic Energy upon them. Alas! pudet
